Tha Navy is engaged in a vigorous 
effort to insure that opportunities 
for career service as naval officers 
are open to persons of various racial 
ethnic minority groups who may have 
been educationally of culturally de¬ 
prived, but who have demonstrated in 
their individual environ® nto that they 
possess the qualities and desires ne¬ 
cessary for a career as naval officers.

Captain Kauman is charged with the 
command, organization, and management 
of the hospital.

SPOTS OF 


Reelfoot Lake, located in the far 
northwest corner of the state, is the 
site for this unique park. The park 
itself is located along the shore of 
Reelf oot, on State Highways 21 and 22, 
a mile east of Tiptonville and jest 
off U. S. Highway 51 between Dyers burg 
and Union City. 

The lake has long been recognized 
as the nation's most abundant natural 
fish hatchery. There are 56 varieties 
of fish but fishermen go after crappie, 
bream, and largemouth bass. Commercial 
boat docks dot the shore of the lake 
and carry complete supplies. 

CAMPERS will find a well-developed 
area nestled beneath tall cypress trees 
with the convenience of a cent rally-lb- 
cat ed washhouse and restrooms. 

PICNIC sites are numerous and loca¬ 
ted near the lake shore under large cy¬ 
press trees. A picnic shelter and con¬ 
cession stand are located within the 
area to provide visitors with refresh¬ 
ments. 

The Tiptonville Kiwanis Club, in 
cooperation with the Parks Division, 
has developed a KIDDIE LAND featuring 
a scenic train ride, merry-go-round 
and many activities to provide hours 
of enjoyment. 

An air-conditioned auditorium is 
perfect for banquets and conventions 
with a seating capacity of 600. Cook¬ 
ing facilities are available, as well 
as catering service. The museum build¬ 
ing, which is a part of the auditorium, 
houses an outstanding collection of In¬ 
dian artifacts, and specimens of vilxU 
life found in the area. Admission is 
free. 

EXCURSION BOATS operated by the 
park make scheduled trips daily. These 
boats provide visitors with the unique

- Lightning - 

A Shocking Handicap 

It’s about that time of year again when grown men, armed with 
a variety of weapon-like clubs, pit their wits against a tjny white 
ball. Although defenseless and unable to .strike back, the ball fre¬ 
quently is the victor. 

Some golfers this year could lose, not only a match, but also 
their lives. 

Did you know that lightning kills up to 500 U.S. golfers a year? 
I.ast year in one city three golfers had just taken refuge under a 
tree when lightning struck. One was merely stunned, but two were 
knocked unconscious. Fortunately, a Red Cross nurse and her hus¬ 


band were near the scene of the accident and immediately gave 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation to the stricken men. Their lives were 
saved, but only because of the couple's quick thinking and knowl¬ 
edge of how to give this form of artificial respiration. 

Lightning will strike the highest point in an area, and on a wide- 
open golf course, a golfer might be the highest point. 

However, the majority of victims are not felled from the bolt 
itself but from side flashes or ground charges. Immediate action 
can mean the difference between life and death. The reason for 
giving mouth-to mouth resuscitation is that an electrical shock 
interrupts breathing because it affects nerves and muscles. 

The next time you’re on a golf course during an electrical storm, 
remember these simple Red Cross rules: 

1. Don’t raise an umbrella. 

2. Avoid small sheds and shelters in an exposed area. 

3. Don't stand under an isolated tree or small clump of trees. 

*1. Seek shelter in dense woods, a frame building protected 

against lightning, or any'natural protection. 

To continue to play while lightning crackles around you, could 
net you a lot worse than a seven-stroke hole. (AFPS) 


WASHINGTON (AFPS) — 
Human chromosomes may soon 
yield more of their secrets to 
medical researchers with the aid 
of a space-age computerized 
process developed at NASA’s 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory, 
Pasadena, Calif. 

The same computer that en¬ 
hances photographs radioed 
back from the Moon and Mars 
has been successfully applied to 
analyzing pictures of human 
chromosomes. 

A JPL scientific team has de¬ 
vised a systdfn which can ana¬ 
lyze a picture of the chromo¬ 
somes in a human blood cell in 
thiee minutes—about one-tenth 
the time required to do the same 
job manually. 

Chromosomes are the tiny 
bodies that contain the basic 
patterns for life, genes. Seen 
through a microscope, they ap¬ 
pear to resemble a tangle of 
short spaghetti strands, or 
stubby worms. 

Each chromosome, contains 
strings of DNA molecules, be¬ 
lieved to be the reproductive 
basis of all living organisms. 
DNA—deoxyribonucleic acid— 
holds the key to the genetic 
code of life of Earth, biologists 
and biochemists now generally 
believe. 

The JPL system was ex¬ 
plained this way:

New Filing System 
Bows At Navy 
Outpatient Sites 

WASHINGTON (AFPS) — 
Navy Iosp : tals and dispensaries 
are now filing dependent out¬ 
patient medical records by the 
Social Security number of their 
sponsor. 

Dependents should make sure 
they know their sponsor’s num¬ 
ber when they make an outpa¬ 
tient visit so their records can 
be changed to the new filing 
system, officials at the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery said. 

The officials said the new sys¬ 
tem will speed up outpatient 
record handling, with shorter 
waiting periods for records, and 
will help doctors and staff pro¬ 
vide better service. 
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a slide prepared from a blood 
sample. The technician stops the 
scanning when a cell with a 
suitable group of chromosomes 
is found. 

Automatically the system 
then sharpens the focus and en¬ 
larges the image 2,500 times. 
A special data camera takes the 
picture and transfers it into a 
computer. 

Still operating automatically, 
the computer isolates, measures 
and rotates each chromosome 
image until it is erect 

Euch chromosome—4G in the 
case of a normal human cell— 
is numbered and classified ac¬ 
cording to size and shape. 

The resulting digital picture 
inside the computer is trans¬ 
ferred to a special photographic 
printer which produces a picture 
on paper. 

The computerized TV slide 
search, as the JPL researchers 
call it, promises not only to be 
faster, but to be considerably 
less tiring for the laboratory 
technician making the analysis. 

Agents Sought 
For Narcotic, 
Drug Bureau 

WASHINGTON (AFPS) — 
Applications are being accepted 
by the U.S. Bureau of Narcotics 
and Dangerous Drugs for posi¬ 
tions of special agent, the Jus¬ 
tice Department has announced. 

Selectees will participate in a 
formal, ten-week course at the 
National Training Institute in 
Washington, D.C. Instruction 
will cover self-defense, use of 
firearms, narcotic and drug 
abuse laws, court procedures, 
investigative techniques, crim- 
inol gy, drug and narcotic iden¬ 
tification. 

Lowest positions, the an¬ 
nouncement said, begin at GS-7 
—$10,727 yearly, including 
overtime. Qualification require¬ 
ments include established eli¬ 
gibility on a Federal Entrance 
Examination plus one year of 
graduate study or one year of 
experience. Some positions start 
at a GS-9 level for qualified 
applicants, the announcement 
added. 

Other requirements are: ap¬ 
plicants must be male, possess 
American citizenship, have a 
valid driver’s license, be able to 
undergo a background investi¬ 
gation, and pass a rigid physi¬ 
cal examination. 

Rapid promotional opportuni¬ 
ties exist, officials said, to 
Grades GS-11 and GS-12, de¬ 
pendent upon satisfactory job 
performance and a minimum of 
one year of experience in a 
lower grade.
